REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails 
to teach perforations through the counterelectrode that is connected on all sides for 
equalizing a pressure on each of the first and second faces of the diaphragm. Lee et al. 
teach a diaphragm where in the means for equalizing pressure is provided during assembly, 
but fail to teach perforations through the electrode because the diaphragm is inflated with 
unequal pressure on the first and second faces during use. Majumdar et al. (US 
2004/0096357) teach a cantilever (diaphragm connected on one side) that is a 
counterelectrode wherein the means for pressure equalization is spacing and unattachment 
on three sides, but fail to teach the diaphragm connected on four sides and have 
perforations through the counterelectrode.
